Amended Lawsuit Filed 


Against K mart P 


By Jon Thompson 

John Kraus, part-owner in two 
Grayling Ben Franklin stores, filed 
an amended lawsuit Tuesday, Jan. 
17, against the K mart Economic 
Development Corporation project. 

William Carey, the attorney 
representing Kraus, said the 
amended lawsuit contains an ad- 
ditional complaint that will attemn- 
pt to show why Kraus has the right 
to bring legal action against the 
project. 

Carey also said a request for an 
injunction to halt the project has 
been withdrawn and the lawsuit 
now asks all actions by the EDC 
board and county commissioners 
concerning the project be declared 
void. Carey said his client wants to. 
push the project back to ground 
zero feeling that next time EDC 
bonds won’t be approved for the 
project if proper procedures are 
followed. 

The additional complaint filed in 
the amended lawsuit says the 
project will violate Kraus’ right to 


- quiet enjoyment of his private 


property. The new complaint con- 
tends the public project will in- 
crease traffic on roads near Kraus’ 
property and K mart shoppers will 
be using his parking lot and walk- 
ways. 

The amended lawsuit also 
strengthens a complaint made in

the original lawsuit, Carey said. 
The complaint says the EDC board 
must follow rules laid out by the 
EDC enabling legislation, and it 
alleges they failed to do this by not 
creating a project district area and 
by not informing the county com- 
misioners about the possibility of 
the project involving the transfer of 
more than 20 jobs. 

Kraus still seeks money for

project will inflict on his business. 

In a hearing Jan. 9 on the original 
lawsuit, Kraus failed to even reach 
first base as Judge William Porter 
ruled he did not have the right to 
sue the project. 

Porter said the state court of ap- 
peals rules in a previous case of an 
individual against an Economic 
Development Corporation that 
financial injury from future com- 
petition is not sufficient to give 
legal standing, or the right to sue, 
to a citizen. Porter also said the 
enabling legislation for EDC’s is 
not intended to protect against 
competition. 

A hearing for the amended law- 
suit has not been set yet. After the 
first hearing, Kraus had ten days 
to file an amended lawsuit, the 
defense has ten days to respond, 
and then Kraus and his attorney 
Carey have three days to review

During the past decade we 
have witnessed a growing 
conflict between fundamen- 
tal, Bible-believing churches 
and the state over control of 
local church ministeries. 
Since the Bible commands 
Christian education, it was 
only natural that the first 
schools in America were in 
churches.

Elk Poacher 


Sentenced 


Lansing— Thanks to a 
sharp-eyed and _ diligent 
Michigan conservation of- 
ficer who didn’t mind work- 
ing last Christmas Eve, a 
Johannesburg man has been 
ordered to spend $0 days in 
jail and to pay a stiff fine for 
‘poaching an elk. 

Judge Patrick Murray of 
87th District Court, Gaylord, 
Wednesday sent Donald J. 
Pewinski, 33, to jail for three 
months and ordered him to 
pay nearly $900 in fines and 
court costs, including $200 
restitution. He was placed on 
probation for 18 months, dur- 


' ing which time he can have 
‘no firearms in 


his 
possession, and lost all hunt- 
ing privileges for three 
years, 

Pewinski’s four-wheel- 
drive Chevrolet pickup truck 
and the firearm with which 
he killed the elk were confis- 
cated, condemned and turn- 
ed over to the state. 

Conservation officer Bill 
Edwards of Atlanta 
recognized Pewinski, who 
had been under surveillance 
for suspected poaching ac- 
tivities, driving out of a 
private hunting area with a 
large object covered by a 
tarp on the bed of his truck. 
The officer immediately en- 
tered the hunting area, 
where he found tracks and 
the head and steaming en- 
trails of a large elk. 

Edwards and his volunteer 
conservation officer moved 
directly to arrest Pewinski 
and recover the elk, which 
had been cut in half. Officers 
said evidence points to a 
second person’s involvement 
in cutting up and handling 
the large elk, although 
Pewinski told the judge that 
he acted alone in the poach- 
ing incident.

Available To 
College Students 


More than $500 million is 
available to Michigan 
college students in the form 
of scholarships, loans, gran- 
ts and jobs, according to the 
Michigan Financial Aid 
Association. To make cer- 
tain that all funds are fully 
utilized, they have asked 
Governor James Blanchard 
to declare January “Finan- 
cial Aid Awareness Month” 
to make that point. 

“Many students are con- 
fused about the eligibility 
requirements and are

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

The deciduous trees stand 
with limbs exnosed to numb- 
ing winter cold, and one 
wonders how the buds, which 
formed when the leaves fell 
off, survive. I am told that 
buds contain a very effective 
antifreeze which protects 
them from extreme cold. 
Have you looked closely at 
the limb of a tree or shrub? 
The buds are there waiting 
for spring’s warm weather. 
A bud is actually a miniature 
plant stem which may 
develop into either leaves or 
flowers or both. When spring 
does come, not all the buds 
will open because some are 
held in reserve just in case 
something happens to the 
others. 

Not all buds look alike as 
you can imagine. For exam- 
ple, the bud of a tulip tree 
consists of two scales and 
looks very much like a 
duck’s bill. Balsam poplar 
buds are not only large, but 
sticky, fragrant and coated 
with resin. Most oaks have 
their buds clustered at the 
end of the twigs. The potato 
is actually an enlarged un- 
derground stem and the eyes 
are the buds. A tulip bulb isa 
resting bud surrounded by 
leaves full of stored food, 
while the stem is the flat disk 
at the bottom. 

Buds not only produce 
flowers and leaves but food 
as well. We humans eat buds 
in the form of asparagus, 
brussels sprouts and broc- 
coli. Aspen (popple) buds 
are the number one winter 
food of the grouse who favors 
the bigger male flower buds. 
Buds supply much food for 
squirrels when acorn crops 
are skimpy, and a hundred 
pound deer eats six to eight 
pounds of buds and stems a 
day during the winter.
